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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 1 , by adding "plurality of input discrete sample values, at least some of which 
represent colours" and "depending at least on the comparison performed in said comparing step" and removing "depending on the 
number of colours represented by the plurality of input discrete sample values", which changed the scope of claim 1 from that of claim 3 
that was objected to in the final rejection. Also the addition of "at lest some of which represent colours" and "depending at least on the 
comparison" had introduced new added subject matter in the claim, the specification clearly discloses that the plurality of input discrete 
sample values are all colour channels (page 19, lines 26-27, Fig.8), i.e.no other input discrete sample values are disclosed, and the 
clamping of output value depending entirely (not at least) on the comparison step (see Fig. 8, steps 811,815). 
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
